If so, then we may perhaps witness 
within the next few* months the con­ 
summation of the deathless hopes of 
those many martyrs whose blood has 
added to the sacredness of the soil 
of the Emerald Isle. 
England thus is facing a crisis, as 
grave as any that has confronted her 
since the war begun.

S H A L L W E BUY T H E M ? 


Recent troubles in the Danish West 


Indies has reopened the old question 
of the sale of the 
islands 
to the 
United States. The general belief in 
Copenhagen is said to be that if the 
question of the sale comes up again 
!n the Danish parliament it will re­ 
ceive a favorable 
majority 
in both 
houses, provided the United 
States 
offers a greater sum than was offered 
in 1901, about $4,300,000. 
Once in the Lincoln administration 
and again in the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration Hie proposal to purchase 
the 
Danish W est Indies received favora 
hie consideration from this govern 
merit. In 1902 the United States came 
within an ace of getting the islands 
by purchase from Denmark. On Jan 
24, 1902, a convention was signed at 
Washington by John Hay, then sec­ 
retary of state, and Constantin Brim 
Danish minister to the United States 
for the 
concession 
to 
the Unitec 
States of the Danish West Indian is­ 
lands of St. John and St. Croix, with 
the adjacent islands 
and 
rocks, for 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000. 
The convention was ratified by the 
senate on Feb. 17, 1902. 
The tre a ty 
was approved by the lower house of 
the Danish rigsdag, but 
on 
Oct. 21, 
1902, the landsthing, or upper house, 
declined to ratify it. It was intimated 
then that German influences were at 
work against the ratification 
of the 
treaty by the Danes. 
Any effort on the part of Germany 
or any* other European nation to ac 
quire the Danish W est Indian islands 
by purchase wouW, no doubt, be as 
keenly 
resented 
by 
the 
United 
States as an attem pt of a European 
nation to obtain possession of them 
by conquest. Either course would be 
construed by this government 
as a 
plain violation of the principle of the 
Monroe 
doctrine. 
Something 
may 
come of the present movement. The 
Danish archipelago includes 
the is­ 
lands of St. Thomas, 
St. 
Croix and 
St. John. The islands lie to the east 
of Porto Rico. They have a strategic 
value bearing upon the West Indies 
and the Panama canal.

Origin of Pajamas. 
Pajamas are garments which Eero 
peans adopted from the Mohammedans 
of India. The name means simply leg 
garments, and earlier generations in 
India knew* them as “long draw*ers” 
and “mogul breeches.” 
It is only of 
recent years that they have sprung 
into almost universal use in England 
in place of nightshirts—which some 
one characterized as equivalent to 
adopting trousers in place of frock 
coats—but references to the garments 
have been traced as early as 1828. 
“Peejams,” “pigammahs” and “pia- 
jamiuah” were some of former vari­ 
ants in use, and Thackeray wrote of 
them as “peijammahs.” The standard 
spelling is only a recent agreement.

em inent may proceed upon the pre­ 


sumption that an armed m erchant ves­ 


sel is armed for aggression while a 
belligerent should proceed on the pre­ 
sumption that the vessel is armed for 
protection. 
Both of these 
may 
he* 
overcome by evidence—the first by 
secondary or collateral evidence, since 
the fact to be established is negative 
in character; the second by direct ev­ 
idence, since tile fact to be established 
is positive in character. 
The statem ent takes up the rights 
and duties of neutrals and belliger­ 
ents as affected by armed merchant 
vessels in neutral ports. 
It lays down 
the 
rule 
that 
while 
merchantmen 
armed only for protection are entitled j 
to enter and leave neutral ports, in 
the course of legitimate trade, they 
are not so entitled under certain cir­ 
cumstances w hich are detailed as fol­ 
lows: 
“Armed merchantmen of bel­ 
ligerent nationality, under an order of 
their government to use their arm a­ 
ment for aggressive purposes, or m er­ 
chantmen, which, without 
such 
or­ 
ders, that have used their armament 
for aggressive purposes are not enti­ 
tled to the same hospitality in neutral 
ports as peaceable merchantmen.’* 
The German note charged that Brit­ 
ish m erchant ships were armed to at­ 
tack submarines and their command­ 
ers were under orders to do so and 
that 
rewards 
had 
been offered to 
commanders who succeeded 
in 
de­ 
stroying submarines. 
The statement 
declares 
there 
is a difference “be­ 
tween the exercise of self protection 
and the act of cruising the seas in an 
armed vessel for the purpose of at­ 
tacking enemy naval vessels.” 
The following declaration applies to 
merchant ships: 
“In the event that 
ships of belligerent nationalities are 
under orders to attack in all circum­ 
stances certain classes of merchant 
vessels, and are to receive prize mon­ 
ey for such purposes from their gov­ 
ernment, such ships lose their stat­ 
us and are incorporated in the naval 
forces 
of 
their 
government, 
even 
though it is not their sole operation 
to 
conduct 
hostile 
operation. 
Any 
person taking passage on such a ves­ 
sel cannot expect immunity. 
The statement holds that a belliger­ 
ent ship may exercise its right of self­ 
protection either by flight or resist­ 
ance, but that, if after a summons to 
surrender has been given, a merchant­ 
men uses its armament to keep the 
enemy at a distance or after it has 
been summoned to surrender it re 
sists or flees, the war ship may “ex­ 
ercise force to compel surrender.” 
Defining a warship the statement 
declares that the size of the vessel, 
and its defenses or offenses, are im 
material. 
This provision clearly rec 
ognises the submarine. 
A captured 
merchantman may be sunk only if it 
is impossible to take it into port, and 
after all on board have been put ink 
a “place of safety.” The right to sink 
a neutral merchant vessel is held tc 
5e doubtful in all circumstances.

time operating fly-manufacturies that 
will produce ten thousand flies while 
one is being killed. 
The open, unscreened manure piles, 
privy vaults and garbage cans are fly- 
breeding and fly-hatching 
nurseries 
that produce flies actually by the mil­ 
lion. 
Those flies are not only an in­ 
tolerable nuisance and destroyers of 
untold values in food, but are a con­ 
stant source of danger in the distri­ 
bution of disease germs. 
Laws have 
been enacted to restrain live stock 
from running at large in order to pro­ 
tect from their depradations and to 
relieve property owners 
from 
the 
heavy expense entailed by having to 
fence against 
marauding 
animals. 
Why should householders 
and 
the 
general public be subjected by care­ 
less and indifferent persons to the 
pest of flies and to have to closely 
screen all of their buildings to guard 
against them simply to permit the 
fly-breeding game to go on? 
It is un­ 
fair. 
A part of the clean up program in 
all intelligent communities is to abol­ 
ish the open and unscreened manure 
piles and other fly-breeding places. 
If horses must be kept in stables and 
barns 'n the city residence districts 
(cows should not be permitted there) 
the owners should he required to con­ 
fine the manure in dosed receptacles 
and to use germicides to stop the fly 
pest.

Claim Is That Under the New Scheme 
a Saving of Half a Million Dollars 
Annually Will Be Effected 
in Expenditures. 


Denver, Colo., April 26.—Proposals 


to revert to the mayoral form of gov­ 
ernment in Denver after two years’ 
trial of a commission form of govern­ 
ment will be passed 
upon 
by 
the 
voters at a special election on May 9. 
The election w'as evoked through the 
ovulation of three 
petitions, 
each 
seeking to replace 
the 
commission 
form and to supplant it with a mayoral 
system. 
The first steps to affect the change 
were taken by the 
C harter 
league, 
whose petition calls for the creation 
of the office of a m ayor “with broad 
executive powers, whose duties to the 
city are those of a business m anager.’’ 
The league says that under its scheme 
i saving of half a million dollars an­ 
nually would be effected in the oper- 
ition of the city government. 
The 
league names no candidate. 
Tw'o 
other 
petitions 
have since 
been circulated, one proposing a re­ 
urn to office of former Mayor Rob­ 
ert W. Speer, and the other seeking 
the election of W. W. Booth. 
Under 
the present city charter all municipal 
elections 
are 
non-partisan, but Mr. 
Speer is generally understood to be 
the choice of the democratic organiza­ 
tion and Mr. Booth to have the sup­ 
port of the republicans. 
At the special election in February, 
1914, when the commission form of 
government was adopted, the m eas­ 
ure carried by a majority of 7,849.

New York, April 26.—A committee 
of the Aero club of America has in­ 
vestigated the possibilities of getting 
twenty-four aeroplanes to the Mexican 
border in the near future, to equip 
each of the aviators of the United 
States army aero squadron with three 
aeroplanes, which is the proportion of 
aeroplanes allowed for each aviator 
in Europe, and reports the following 
conditions, which it submits for pub­ 
lic consideration: 
“The army authorities are afraid to 
order twenty-four aeroplanes at pres­ 
ent, to equip each of the aviators of 
the squadron which is in Mexico with 
three machines. They have not taken 
steps as yet to form and equip an 
additional Aero squadron. 
They fear 
that if they order the number of aero­ 
planes absolutely necessary to have 
ready to meet an 
emergency, 
they 
may, if the Mexican campaign should 
end before June 30th, when the reg­ 
ular appropriation will be made avail­ 
able, be criticized for spending the 
appropriation on machines available, 
at present, which are suitable for the 
Mexican campaign, instead of waiting 
to secure a better type of aeroplane 
that may be developed in the mean­ 
time. 
On the other hand, they know that 
if they do not order the aeroplanes 
and the worst 
happens 
in Mexico 
they will be condemned most severe­ 
ly for not providing to the limit the 
means at their disposal. 
“The Aero 
Club 
of 
America be­ 
lieves that the public would sooner 
spend a hundred times the amount in­ 
volved than to deprive the Mexican 
expedition of the effective and pro­ 
tective aeroplanes. 
It 
is willing, in 
fact, if necessary, 
to 
invite public 
public subscriptions to a fund to pay 
for these aeroplanes, the same as it 
did in connection with the training 
of militia officers and 
civilian avia­ 
tors, to organize a reserve of trained 
aviators, to have ready 
to 
meet an 
emergency. Hut it does not consider 
that necessary, 
believing 
that the 
public will not criticize the authori­ 
ties for 
ordering 
twenty-four aero­ 
planes immediately, instead of wait­ 
ing until the eight aeroplanes order­ 
ed have been put out of commission.”

< oLumbia, Mo., April 26—Are you 


planning any experimental or dem­ 
onstration work on your farm this 
spring to find the 
best 
and 
most 
economical and profitable 
ways 
of 
working and managing it? If so, you 
had better ask the agricultural ex­ 
tension service of the University of 
Missouri at Columbia to send a dem­ 
onstrator to visit you. 
The College of Agriculture recog­ 
nizes that example is a better teach­ 
er than precept and has arranged for 
demonstrators to visit communities 
desiring to carry on demonstration 
work. 
Only work that has passed 
the experimental stage and is known 
to be of practical value will be given. 
The demonstrator will 
visit 
only 
communities where permanent farm­ 
ers' organizations have been formed. 
A representative of the College of 
Agriculture will visit the co-operator 
as often as conditions demand. 
His 
visits will be at least once a year, 
and instruction will be furnished for 
conducting the Investigations and ex­ 
periments. 
The man for whom the demonstra­ 
tions are being given will be expected 
to keep simple records of his work, 
so that a statement can he made as 
to its value and efficiency, to permit 
a meeting of neighbors on his farm 
and to provide transportation for the 
demonstrator between

station and the farm.

American Beef. 
Paris, April 
26.— “Frigo," 
as the 
French call 
American 
cold storage 
beef, has taken so 
well 
in France 
that its popularity has, for the time 
being at least, defeated the purpose 
of its importation—that 
is 
to say, 
the easing of retail prices of meat. 
The mayors 
of 
several suburban 
towns have expressed 
the 
wish to 
follow the example of their Parisian 
colleagues and organize retail stores 
for the sale of refrigerator meat and 
were informed that 
they 
must go 
slow as the imported article is rare. 
Many butchers who resisted its in­ 
troduction at first are now selling it 
at the same prices as fresh meat; in 
some cases it has brought even more. 
The authorities are taking the m at­ 
ter up and propose to fix maximum 
retail prices.

conspiracy to enable her husband to 
free himself of her, with possible ef­ 
fect on his contest over his uncle’s 
estate. 
The plaintiff, 
who 
calls 
himself 
Lamar Washington, is the son of Col­ 
onel W. H. 
Washington, 
of Nash­ 
ville, one of the 
best 
known attor­ 
neys of Tennessee, who was counsel 
fo the Coopers when they were tried 
for killing Senator Carmack. 
It has been stated in ourt proceed­ 
ings that Henry J. Lamar took Colo­ 
nel Washington’s son, upon the death 
of his sister, 
the 
wife 
of Colonel 
Washington, at which time 
the boy 
was 21 months old and that $10,000 
was paid to the boy’s father. 
This has been denied by Mrs. Va­ 
leria Lamar Harriss, wife of Dr. John 
A. Harriss, wife of the International 
Arms and Fuse Co., who was alleged 
to have given the testimony.
